TWIN TERRITORY BANKERS 
FINISH A GREAT MEETING 


Washington, 
May 
23.—The 
statehood 
negotiations 
which 
Monday gave such good promise 
of agreement yesterday took a 
turn which presages a disagree 
ment 
Speaker Cannon is ready 
to compromise, but the terms he 
offers are not such as Mr. Foraker 
will accept. 
Cannon offers to accept the 
h ist Foraker amendment which 
provides that the people of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexixo shall at the 
same election vote on a state con­ 
stitution and on the question 
whether to come in as a single 
state. 
Foraker will agree only 
that the latter question be sub­ 
mitted at the November election. 
When apprised of the Speaker’s 
attitude Senator Foraker said: 
“ Very well, 
then; we shall 
provide for Oklahoma and Indian! 
Territory by means of a rider on 
the sundry civil appropriation 
bill.” 
What the Speaker is going to 
do about it is a matter for conjee 
ture. 
What seems to be the best 
opinion is that he will yield, since 
to hold in line those Missouri and 
Kansas Republicans when they 
were on the verge of insurrection 
he gave them personal assurances 
that “Congress shall not adjourn 
without giving statehood to Ok 
lahoma and Indian Territory.” 
The whole question has been 
somewhat complicated by the 
effort which Guthrie is making to 
retain the Capitol. 
The bill as it 
passed the House provided that 


the question of removing 
the 
Capitol should not be submitted 
to the people until 1915. 
In the 
Senate this was amended by the 
substitution of 1910 for 1915. Such 
influence as Guthrie can exert is 
being used, of course, to defeat 
the Senate amendment, and if the 
statehood bill should fail at this 
session one of the contributing 
causes will be the localism of the 
people of Guthrie.

A special military commission

Scotch, Irish and Chinese Use Cer 
tain Kinds for Food and Other 
Purposes. 


In tropical climates the little air 
bladders which support the seawracks 
are of great service, for the masses 
of seaweed are several hundred fee, 
long, and of considerable height, hav­ 
ing stems the thickness of a man’s 
thigh and 
branches and 
drooping 
stems 
which 
support 
innumerable 
forms of animal life, such as corals 
crabs, worms of different kinds, to’ 
gether with mosses and weeds of the 
sea. and being besides a place of de­ 
posit for innumerable eggs of various 
creatures. 
In Scotland the tender 
parts of the seawracks, known 
as 
tanglers, are used as food, and when 
cooked are considered choice diet for 
cattle. 
The stems of a hard, horny 
variety of the seawracks are used as 
knife handles. 
They are cut in short 
pieces, and, while still moist or green, 
the blade is forced in at one 
end. 
When the stem dries it clings firmly to 
the knife blade. 
Being gnarled and 
horny, it resembles buck’s horn, and 
when tipped with metal and fully fin­ 
ished forms a neat, inexpensive knife 
handle. 
The rose tangles are higher up in 
the scale of vegetable life, and their 
delicate tints render thpm beautiful. 
Of these, pulse is an important variety 
to the Scotch and Irish, who, besides 
using it as food, both in its raw state 
and cooked in milk, find it a substi­ 
tute for tobacco. 
Carrageen moss is 
another kind of 
rose 
tangle, 
from 
which a nourishing jelly 
is 
made. 
The Chinese use one variety of rose 
tangle a3 a chief ingredient in their 
glossing preparations; 27,000 pounds 
are brought annually to Canton and 
sold at from 6 to 18 pence per pound. 


the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
ai all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
-ha fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
ss they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fined la the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, w ith an annual sal­ 
ary list of $786,000. who step “down and 
out” with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys, governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient at 
our own.

In the depth of winter 
eggs are of doubtful quality, and al­ 
though often not sufficiently “gone’ 
to add undesirable flavor, they do not 
mix readily. 
If Mayonnaise dressing 
Is used, it can be mixed so as to lessen 
the danger of curdling by taking a 
spoonful of arrowroot and rub it 
smooth in a little cold water; boil and 
stir till it is clear, like starch. When 
cool, add salt, pepper, mustard and 
two yolks of eggs, beat until smooth, 
then add oil, as in regular Mayonnaise, 
then vinegar. This will neither cufille 
or run, and as the arrowroot is taste­ 
less, the recipe is a good one in times 
when success cannot be risked.—Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean.

ma and Indian Territory, com­ 
prising one million and a half of 
people, are being deprived of 
their just rights as American 
citizens, and have been patient 
and long suffering under the bur­ 
dens which nave been inflicted on 
them by reason of the indiffer­ 
ence of congress to their just 
rights; and, whereas the people 
of both territories are suffering 
by reason of the depression 
caused by the neglect of congress 
and the 
uncertainties caused 
thereby, and, 
Whereas, the devolopment of 
Indian Territory is being ham­ 
pered and delayed by the unnec 
essary restrictions placed upon 
the alienation of land of Indian 
citizens which results in the ca­ 
tering to the enrichment of the 
grafter and speculator and to the 
impoverishment of the Indian, 
who, by his necessities, becomes 
an easy prey to the class before 
mentioned; and, 
Whereas, the existing condi­ 
tions are un-American and serve 
only to build up a class of farmer 
tenants, contrary to the hereto­ 
fore policy of the government, 
which, through its land laws has 
encouraged the people through 
the homestead pre eruption laws 
to become owners and tillers of 
the soil, and no such conditions 
have ever heretofore been impos­ 
ed on citizens in any territory in 
the United States, ate now prevail 
in the Indian Territory; therefore 
be it 
Resolved by the Consolidated 
Press Association of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, now in 
session in the city of Shawnee, 
that we most respectfully call 
attention of the congress of the 
United States to the facts above 
stated and most earnestly implore 
that it will come to the relief of 
the people of Oklahoma and In­ 
dian Territory by the passage of 
the statehood bill now pending 
and thus relieve us from the anom­ 
alous condition ie which we find 
ourselves now placed, and place 
us on an equality with our fellow 
citizens of other 
states in the 
Union. 
Resolved, 
further, 
that we 
earnestly ask that some relief be 
given to the people of Indian Ter 
ritory by the removal of the re­ 
strictions now placed on the 
alienation of the lands of the In ­ 
dians of mixed blood, except as 
to homestead, and thus encourage 
the immigration of a class of 
practical farmers who will acquire 
the lands at renumerative prices 
to Indians and surrounding us 
with a class of people who will 
further the development of this 
great commonwealth.

Sunlight for All the Leaves. 
The telegraph plant of India has a 
method all its own for catching 
the

same election vote on a state con- 
stitution and on the question 
whether to come in as a single 
state. Foraker will agree only 
that the latter question be sub- 
mitted at the November election. 
When apprised of the Speaker's 
attitude Senator Foraker said: 


"Very well, then; we shall 


provide for Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory by means of a rider on 
the sundry civil appropriation 
bill." 


What the Speaker is going to 


do about it is a matter for conjec- 
ture. What seems to be the best 
opinion is that he will yield, since 
to hold in line those Missouri and 
Kansas Republicans when they 
were on the verge of insurrection 
he gave them personal assurances 
that "Congress shall not adjourn 
without giving statehood to Ok 
lahoma and Indian Territory." 


The whole question has been 


somewhat complicated by the 
effort which Guthrie is making to 
retain the Capitol.

Ixed is the policy of maintaining a per 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry.

Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had tfie 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year. In addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many of the appointees 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 


SOME DINNER 


Ba**d Kgg-Plant Is Delicious—Di- 


rections for Making an Excel- 


lent Punch and Salad. 


Boil a large egg-plant in plenty of 


water until it Is perfectly tender, try- 
ing it with a straw. Let it stand in 
the colander to drain until cold. Then 
cut open and cut out the seeds, moist- 
en carefully with a gill of milk, two 
eggs, a dwwertspoonful of salt, a salt- 
spoonful of white pepper, half a grated 
nutmeg, a heaping tablespoonful of 
butter and two tablespoonfuls of very 
fine breadcrumbs. Bake half an hour 
in a quick oven. A slow oven spoils it. 


The following is an excellent punch 


to serve after the meat course and la 
easily made. Prepare a quart of light 
sirup with a gill of lemon juice and 
the rind of a lemon, cover, and allow 
it to infuse an hour, then strain care- 
fully, and freeze in the usual way. 
Add a gill of Jamaica rum, mix well 
and serve in punch glasses. 


Celery salad is both simple and more 


frequently served at dinners 'than any 
other variety. In the depth of winter 
eggs are of doubtful quality, and al- 
though often not sufficiently "gone" 
to add undesirable flavor, they do not 
mix readily. If Mayonnaise dressing 
Is used, it can be mixed so as to lessen 
the danger of curdling by taking a 
spoonful of arrowroot and rub it 
smooth in a little cold water; boil and 
stir till it is clear, like starch. When 
cool, add salt, pepper, mustard and 
two yolks of eggs, beat until smooth, 
lien add oil, as in regular Mayonnaise, 
then vinegar. This will neither cufUle 
or run, and as the arrowroot is taste- 
ess, the recipe is a good one in times 
When success cannot be risked,-—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

prising; one million and a half of 
people, are being deprived of 
their ju»t rights as American 
citizens, and have been patient 
and long suffering under the bur- 
dens which nave been inflicted on 
them by reason of the indiffer- 
ence of congress to their juat 
righto; and, whereas the people 
of both territories are suffering 
by reason of the depression 
caused by the neglect of congress 
and the 
uncertainties caused 


thereby, and, 


Whereas, the development of 


Indian Territory is being ham- 
pered and delayed by the unnec 
eseary restrictions placed upon 
the alienation of land of Indian 
citizens which results in the ca- 
tering to the enrichment of the 
grafter and speculator and to the 
impoverishment of the Indian, 
who, by his necessities, becomes 
an easy prey to tho class before 
mentioned; and, 


Whereas, the existing condi- 


tions are un-American and serve 
only to build up a class of farmer 
tenants, contrary to the hereto- 
fore policy of the government, 
which, through its land laws has 
encouraged the people through 
the homestead pre-emption laws 
to become owners and tillers of 
the soil, and no such conditions 
have ever heretofore been impos- 
ed on citizens in any territory in 
the United States, a*s now prevail 
in the Indian Territory; therefore 
be it 


Resolved by the Consolidated 


Press Association of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, now in 
session in the city of Shawnee, 
that we most respectfully call 
attention of the congress of the 
United States to the facts above 
stilted, and most earnestly implore 
that it will come to the relief of 
the people of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory by the passage of 
the statehood bill now pending 
and thus relieve us from the anom- 
alous condition in which we find 
ourselves now placed, and place 
us on an equality with our fellow 
citizens of other states in the 
Union. 


Resolved, further, 
that we 


earnestly aak that some relief be 
given to the people of Indian Ter- 
ritory by the removal of the re- 
strictions now placed on the 
alienation of the lands of the In- 
dians of mixed blood, except as 
to homestead, and thus encourage 
the immigration of a class of 
practical farmers who will acquire 
the lands at remunerative prices 
to Indians and surrounding us 
with a class of people who will 
further the development of this 
great commonwealth.

Garlands Bung Up in English Sanc- 


tuaries to Girls True to 


* 
Their First Love. 


There are seven "virgins' garlands" 


still In existence in Minsterley church, 
Salop, the flrst of them bearing the 
date 1554 and the last 1751, says the 
London Dally Graphic. 


They consist of silk ribbon and pa- 


per, ball-shaped, and are covered with 
rosettes, the inside center of the cane 
cr wire frame supporting a pair of 
paper gloves. 
They represent a ro- 


mantic custom of very ancient origin, 
*nd are sacred to the memory of girls 
who, while betrothed In their youth, 
lost their intended husbands by death, 
yet remained true to their first loves. 
ISach maiden designed her own gar- 
Innd, and at her death this simple 
emblem was borne before her by the 
village lassies, the white gloves being 
afterward added. After the obsequies 
these garlands were suspended in the 
village church on a rod bearing at its 
extremity a heart In the shape of an 
escutcheon, upon which the 
initials 


and date were inscribed. These were

Sig. Matteuccl, director of the royal 


observatory, in refusing to quit bis 
perilous post, near the crater of Ve- 
suvius, only followed the example of 
his predecessors. During the tremen- 
dous outbreak of 
April, 1872. Sig. 


Palmleri stood* by his instruments 
amid smoke and showers of red-hot 
stones, while two Immense streams of 
lava, diverted by the rock on which 
the observatory stood, flowed by on 
each side. The first student of Vesu- 
vius of whom there is any record, the 
elder Pliny, may be said to have start- 
ed the tradition of scientific coolness. 
It is known on the authority of his 
nephew that 
It was "philosophical 


curiosity" which led him to his doom 
on the Vesuvian plain in that awful 
year of 79 A. D. 


"When hastening to the place from 


which others Bed with the utmost ter- 
ror," the nephew'wrote, "he steered 
his direct course to the point of dan- 
ger, and with so much calmness and 
presence of mind as to be able to 
make and dictate his observations 
upon the motion and figure of that 
dreadful scene." The brave old phi- 
losopher retired to rest that night in 
the house of a distracted friend. 
•Pliny was so little disturbed that he 
"fell into a deep sleep, for, being pret- 
ty fat, and breathing hard, those who 
attended without actually heard him 
snore." 


But Vesuvius Increased in violence, 


and the party had to take to the open 
fields, with pillows on their heads 
(tied on with napkins), as a protec- 
tion against the storm of stones. But 
after all Vesuvius dealt 
mercifully 


with the man who left his safe quar- 
ters at sea for the work of study and 
research, for his body was afterward 
found, as the famous letter to Tacitus 
tells, "without any marks of violence 
upon it, exactly in the same posture 
in which he fell, and looking more 
like a man asleep than dead."

RITES ODDLY AMERICANIZED 


Chinese in This Country Substitute

that, at the end of the year there are 
never more than 25 or 30 cases awal- • 
ing a report.

One applicant denu-nded and obtained 
au analysis of a piece of soap; another,

There were two analyses of ginger, 


one of honey, one of hair restorer, 01 e 
01 orange marmalade, two of olive ol1, 
one of pie, seven of opium, and one—- 
only one—of whisky. 


Only three specimens of candy were 


sent In for analysis during the period 
covered by the last report, only two 
of butter and only two pf bread, b*it 
there was one analysis of an artificial 
watermelon, two of ground mustard, 
two of theater entr'acte cloves, one 
of "tea In pitcher," and one of a piece 
of clay. 


There does not appear to have been 


anj analysis of wood alcohol, but there 
were four of Ice cream. There was 
one official analysis of "beef and." 


The chief work of this department 


of the division of laboratories is the 
analysis of milk and of water. 


Grape Growers in Bad Way Over In- 


ability to Dispose of Stored 


Up Crops. 


The distress among the agricultural 


laborers is taxing, In many parts of 
Portugal, the resources of the local 
authorities, especially in the wine dis- 
tricts of the north, where the crisis 
seems to be most acute. So keen ap- 
pears to be the distress that the sub- 
ject has been laid before tne parlia- 
ment. 


According to the local press In these 


districts, whose products in prosperous 
times ar/e a chief source of the coun- 
try's wealth, many of the vineyard 
owners have In their cellars the har- 
vests of two years' grape growth which 
they are unable to sell, except at a 
huge sacrifice, and not being able to 
obtain the cash on which they count- 
ed for help from bankers and others 
to tide over bad times, they have re- 
solved this year to discontinue 
In 


mnny vineyards the hoeing and other 
indispensable labor. 
This has led 


to non-employment of some thousands 
of hands who could otherwise have 
counted upon employment. 


Hunger and misery, it Is said, are 


seen everywhere, and the poor starv- 
ing wretches are spreading themselves 
over the country, to the detriment of 
others of the working class whose lot 
is but little better, and resorting to 
pilfering and begging to satisfy their 
needs.

farm northwest of this city, will not 
allow a bird of any kind to be klllei 
ou his land, writes a Harrisbuyg ( I I I ) 
cci respondent of the St. Louis Globo- 
Democrat. 
He has set nslde a nun.- 


ber of acres 
to grow up in under- 


brush, In which all kinds of birds, es- 
pecially quail, find a home through 
tho winter; and in the summer the 
place is alive with birds. 


Mr. Dorrls claims that hawks do 


very little damage in comparison with 
the good they do in killing field mice 
and rats. 
There are hundreds 
of 


quail on his farm, and they have bo- 
come so tame that they come to tne 
dooryard for feed. So careful does h" 
watch these birds that he can tei* 
where nearly every bird nests in the 
brooding season. 
Last fall one of his 


hired hands, while driving through tho 
lane with a load of hay, saw a quail 
sitting on fhe fence close by, and, 
taking his whip, be knocked It off, 
sHgbtly crippling it. 
He picked the 


bird up and took it to the house to 
feed to the cat. 


When Mr. Dorrls saw this he re- 


buked him warmly, questioned him as 
to where he found the bird, and upon 
being told remembered where It hail 
a nest. 
Unhitching one of the horse-i 


nnd saddling him, he rode a mile and 
a half, placed the bird on its nest, 
end watched and cared for her until 
she hatched out her brood. 
Mr. Dor- 


rls' farm Is noticeably free from In- 
serts that do damage to crops, and he 
unhesitatingly says this is due to 
the birds on the place.

CANNON VS. FORAKER IS 


THE STATEHOOD SITUATION 


Washington, 
May 
23.—The 


statehood 
negotiations 
which 


Monday gave such good promise 
of agreement yesterday took a 
turn which presages a disagree 
ment 
Speaker Cannon is ready 


to compromise, bat the terms he 
offers are not such as Mr. Foraker 
will accept. 


Cannon offers to accept the 


fiist Foraker amendment which: 
provides that the people of Ari- 
zona and New Mexixo shall at the 
same election vote on a state con- 
stitution and on the question 
whether to come in as a single 
state. Foraker will agree only 
that Ijhe latter question be sub- 
mitted at the November election. 
When apprised of the Speaker's 
attitude Senator Foraker said: 


"Very well, then; we shall 


provide for Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory by means of a rider on 
the sundry civil appropriation 
bill." 


What the Speaker is going to 


do about it is a matter for conjec- 
ture. What seems to be the best 
opinion is that he will yield, since 
to hold in line those Missouri and 
Kansas Republicans when they 
were on the verge of insurrection 
he gave them personal assurances 
that "Congress shall not adjourn 
without giving statehood to Ok 
lahoma and Indian Territory." 


The whole question has been 


somewhat complicated by the 
effort which Guthrie is making to 
retain the Capitol. The bill as it 
passed the House provided that 


the question of removing the 
Capitol should not be submitted 
to the people until 1915. In the 
Senate this was amended by the 
substitution of 1910 for 1915. Such 
influence as Gnthrie can exert is 
being used, of course, to defeat 
the Senate amendment, and if the 
statehood bill should fail at this 
session one of the contributing 
causes will be the localism of the 
people of Guthrie.

with natural conditions as much as 
possible Is not enough, and the com 
mission Is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen 
ing them with light canvas trappings 


At the London war office lately 


was said that several experiments hac 
been made in this direction during th 
war in South Africa. 


One official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but it was found that the dy 
soon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes wer 


used, but the experiments proved o 
little value. 
"Canvas trappings made the horse 


perspire and impeded their move 
ments, and, besides, when the sun 1

can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt.

SEAWEED AND ITS USES. 


Scotch, Irish and Chinese Use Cer- 


tain Kinds for Food and Other 


Purposes. 


In tropical climates the little air 


olaclders which support the seawrackb 
are of great service, for the masses 
of seaweed are several hundred feel 
long, and of considerable height, hav- 
ing stems the thickness of a man's 
thigh and branches and 
drooping 


stems 
which 
support innumerable 


forms of animal life, such as corals, 
crabs, worms of different kinds, to 
gether with mosses and weeds of the 
sea, and being besides a place of de- 
posit for innumerable eggs of various 
creatures. 
In Scotland the tender

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The Incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster In 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all klada will scarcely be aware of 
JM fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
u they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed ie the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere wbsre partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had tfie 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrate* 
and the like 
Many of the appointees 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, at 
ford* rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, b» 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice and of the several departments 
of the government la quite aa efficient of 
oar own.

Bated Egg-Plant Is Delicious—Di- 


rections for Making an Excel- 


lent Punch and Salad. 


Boll a large egg-plant in plenty of 


water until It Is perfectly tender, try- 
Ing It with a straw. Let ft stand In 
the colander to drain until cold. Then 
cut open and cut out the seeds, moist- 
en carefully with a gill of milk, two 
eggs, a dwwertapoonful of salt, a salt- 
spoonful of white pepper, half a grated 
nutmeg, a heaping tablespoonful ot 
butter and two tablespoonfuls of very 
fine breadcrumbs. Bake half an hour 
In a quick oven. A slow oven spoils it. 


The following is an excellent punch 


to serve after the meat course and la 
easily made. Prepare a quart of light 
sirup with a gill of lemon juice and 
the rind of a lemon, cover, and allow 
it to infuse an hour, then strain care- 
fully, and freeze In the usual way. 
Add a gill of Jamaica rum, mix well 
and serve in punch glasses. 


Celery salad is both simple and more 


frequently served at dinners 'than any 
other variety. In the depth of winter 
eggs are of doubtful quality, and al- 
though often not sufficiently "gone" 
to add undesirable flavor, they do not 
mix readily. If Mayonnaise dressing 
Is used, it can be mixed so as to lessen 
the danger of curdling by taking a 
spoonful of arrowroot and rub It 
smooth In a little cold water; boil and 
stir till it is clear, like starch. When 
cool, add salt, pepper, mustard and 
two yolks of eggs, beat until smooth, 
then add oil, as in regular Mayonnaise, 
then vinegar.

Indian Territory is being ham- 
pered and delayed by the unnec 
eseary restrictions placed upon 
the alienation of land of Indian 
citizens which results in the ca 
tering to the enrichment of the 
grafter and speculator and to the 
impoverishment of the Indian, 
who, by his necessities, becomes 
an easy prey to tho class before 
mentioned; and, 


Whereas, the existing condi 


tions are un-American and serve 
only to build up a class of farmer 
tenants, contrary to the hereto- 
fore policy of the government, 
which, through its land laws has 
encouraged the people through 
the homestead pre-emption laws 
to become owners and tillers of 
the soil, and no such conditions 
have ever heretofore been impos- 
ed on citizens in any territory in 
the United States, a*s now prevail 
in the Indian Territory; therefore 
be it 


Resolved by the Consolidated 


Press Association of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, now in 
session in the city of Shawnee, 
that we most respectfully call 
attention of the congress of the 
United States to the facts above 
stilted, and most earnestly implore 
that it will come to the relief of 
the people of Oklahoma and In* 
dian Territory by the passage of 
the statehood bill now pending 
and thus relieve us from the anom- 
alous condition in which we find 
ourselves now placed, and place 
us on an equality with our fellow 
citizens of other states in the 
Union. 


Resolved, further, 
that we 


earnestly aak that some relief be 
given to the people of Indian Ter- 
ritory by the removal of the re- 
strictions now placed on the 
alienation of the lands of the In- 
dians of mixed blood, except as 
to homestead, and thus encourage 
the immigration of a class of 
practical farmers who will acquire 
the lands at remunerative prices 
to Indians and surrounding us 
with a class of people who will 
further the development of this 
great commonwealth.

Garlands Bung TJp in English Sanc- 


tuaries to Girls True to 


l. 
Their First Love. 


There are seven "virgins' garlands' 


still in existence in Minsterley church 
Salop, the first of them bearing the 
date 1564 and the last 1761, says the 
London Daily Graphic. 


They consist of silk ribbon and pa- 


per, ball-shaped, and are covered with 
rosettes, the inside center of the cane 
cr wire frame supporting a pair of 
paper gloves. 
They represent a ro- 


mantic custom of very ancient origin, 
*nd are sacred to the memory of girls 
who, while betrothed In their youtb, 
lost their intended husbands by death, 
yet remained true to their first loves. 
J£acb maiden designed her own gar- 
Innd, and at her death this simple 
emMem was borne before her by the 
vMlage lassies, the white gloves being 
Dfterward added. After the obsequies 
these garlands were suspended in the 
village church on a rod bearing at Its 
extremity a heart in the shape of an 
escutcheon, upon which the 
initials 


and date were inscribed. These were 
originally fixed above the 
maiden's 
pew. 


Some of the earliest and forgotten 


garlands were composed of real flow- 
ers, hut later the covered hoops de- 
scribed were substituted. 


There is a passing allusion to this 


'"simple memorial of the early dead" 
in "Hamlet."

STUDENTS OF VESUVIUS. 


i 


Ken of Science Who Have Held to 


Their Posts Amidst the 


Awful Upheaval*. 


Sig. Matteuccl, director of the royal 


observatory, in refusing to quit bis 
perilous post, near the crater of Ve- 
suvius, only followed the example of 
his predecessors. During the tremen- 
dous outbreak of April, 1872, Sig. 
Palmieri stoocV by his instruments 
amid smoke and showers of red-hot 
stones, while two Immense streams of 
lava, diverted by the rock on which 
the observatory stood, flowed by on 
each side. The first student of Vesu- 
vius of whom there is any record, the 
elder Pliny, may be said to have start- 
ed the tradition of scientific coolness. 
It is known on the authority of his 
nephew that 
It was "philosophical 


curiosity" which led him to his doom 
on the Vesuvlan plain in that awful 
year of 79 A. D. 


"When hastening to the place from 


which others tied with the utmost ter- 
ror," the nephew' wrote, "he steered 
his direct course to the point of dan- 
ger, and with so much calmness and 
presence of mind as to be able 
to 


make and dictate his observations 
upon the motion and figure of that 
dreadful scene." The brave old phi- 
losopher retired to rest that night in 
the house of a distracted 
friend. 


•Pliny was so little disturbed that he 
"fell into a deep sleep, for, being pret- 
ty fat, and breathing hard, those who 
attended without actually heard him 
snore." 


But Vesuvius increased in violence, 


and the party had to take to the open 
fields, with pillows on their 
heads 


(tied on with napkins), as a protec- 
tion against the storm of stones. But 
after all Vesuvius dealt 
mercifully 


with the man who left his safe quar- 
ters at sea for the work of study and 
research, for his body was afterward 
found, as the famous letter to Tacitus 
tells, "without any marks of violence 
upon it, exactly in the same posture 
in which he fell, and looking more 
like a man asleep than dead." 


CATALONIA SHEEPSKINS. 


Finest in Spain, from Which Coun- 


try Vast Quantities Are 


Shipped Abroad. 


Barcelona Is an important market 


foi the supply of sheepskins. 
The 


finest skins are collected in the prov- 
Ine of Catalonia. Not only are they 
of good quality, but they are, as a rule, 
more carefully flayed and stacked then 
those obtained In other parts of Spain 
Valencia sheepskins are also of good 
quality, and are, generally speaking, 
larger than the others. Next In order 
of merit after the Catalonian sheep- 
skins may be classed those collected 
in the district of La Mancha, in New 
Castile, and, lastly, those shipped trom 
Murcia, which are smaller and often 
ciumpled and badly flayed. 


Owing to the political situation in 


Itussia, which, along with Spain and 
Italy, supplies very large quantities of 
fheepskins, exports from that country 
have been greatly interfered with, and 
foreign buyers have turned their at- 
tention more to Spain than they nave 
hitherto, wlth^ the natural result that 
prices have been forced up. 
German 


dealers have recently been 
through 


Soaln buying up all available sup- 
plies. 


Barcelona alone produces Irom 400,- 


000 to 500,000 skins annually. Dealeis 
and exporters purchase the skins from 
the meat contractors, the contracts 
being made either for a whole year 
or only six months, in which latter 
case the skins command a higher price 
if the purchase be made for six months 
with the wool on. 


The annual contracts are now being 


made for 1906, the following oeing the 
piices that it is thought will be real- 
ized: 
Lambskins, $8.42 to $8.76 per 


dozen, against $6.62. to $7 last year.

RITES ODDLY AMERICANIZED 


Chinese in This Country Substitute 


Greenbacks for Brass in 


Burial Ceremony. 


Unconverted 
Chinese 
who 
have 


lived in America long enough to be 
touched by the modernizing influence 
of the new west, have given a peculiar 
twist to their already peculiar burial 
service. It was according to this mod- 
ernized rite, reports the Philadelphia 
Record, that many crisp United States 
dollar bllft were buried, together with 
food, in the coffin of Chin Ying, whose 
funeral took place on a recent Sunday 
In this city. The original Chinese 
ceremony calls for much burning of 
incense in the room where the body 
lies in state and at the burial that 
food and "cash" be Interred with the 
corpse.

Sunlight for All the Leaves.

move constantly, day and night, de- 
scribing complete circles with a pe- 
culiar jerking motion like the second 
hand of a watch. Occasionally they 
rest for a period and then go on 
again, thus bringing every part of 
every leaf to the full action of the 
sunlight—Telegraph Age.

BEET SUGAR IN ENGLAND. 


Experiments in Essex Last Tear 


Showed That Beets of Best Qual- 


ity Could Be Grown. 


In nearly every county in England, 


Wales and southern Ireland 
It has 


been demonstrated that beets of high 
sugar content can be grown. 
It has, 


however, yet 
to 
be satisfactorily 


shown that sugar can be commercial- 
ly and profitably manufactured 
from 


these beets. The- failure of an 
at- 


tempt at sugar production in England 
some 30 years ago would seem to an- 
swer this In the negative. But It ap- 
pears that beets used at that failure 
contained only ten per cent of sugar, 
and that farmers found it more profit- 
able to feed them to their stock than 
to sell at the price the factory could 
afford to pay. 
In the present Essex 


experiments, * however, the 
average 


percentage of sugar in the beets Is 
placed at 16%, and even this has been 
exceeded in several recorded cases in 
other counties. This 
striking 
Im- 


provement In quality has been pro- 
duced by careful selection 
and 
by 


close attention to other details of cul- 
ture. 


The experiments In Essex last year 


showed that beets could 
be grown 


equal to and in some cases better In 
quality than those raised in sugar 
producing countries. While this Is 
the first thing to be Investigated, the 
committee says "It does not 
follow 


that even when this Is established be- 
yond any possibility of doubt the un- 
dertaking Is one that would necessar- 
ily be a commercial success. 
The 


business side of the question—the cost 
of production, the cost of working a 
factory and a host of similar points— 
needs careful and experienced consid- 
eration." 


Figures are given showing that the 


cost per acre 
In these experiments 


was about 16 per cent, more than In 
similar experiments in the United 
States.

ANALYSES. 


Among Them Artificial Water Sub- 


mitted to New York Health 


Board. 


There Is an analytical department 


connected with the division of labora- 
tories of the board of health, and any 
person who does not think that it is a 
busy department Is mistaken, says the 
New York Sun. 
As many as 10,000 


demands for analyses are made upon 
it each year, and the diligence 
of 


those In charge Is shown by the fac' 
that at the end of the year there are 
never more than 25 or 30 cases awal'- 
Ing a report. 


Some of the demands are peculiar. 


One applicant demanded and obtained 
an analysis of a piece of soap; another, 
of a "pan said to contain pudding" 


There were two analyses of ginger, 


one of honey, one of hair restorer, 01 e 
01 orange marmalade, two of olive ol1, 
one of pie, seven of opium, and one— 
on'y one—of whisky. 


Only three specimens of candy were 


sent In for analysis during the period 
covered by the last report, only two 
of butter and only two of bread, b*it 
there was one analysis of an artificial 
watermelon, two at ground mustard, 
two of theater entr'acte cloves, one* 
of "tea In pitcher," end one of a piece 
of clay. 


There does not appear to have been 


an> analysis of wood alcohol, but there 
were four of Ice cream. 
There was 


one official analysis of "beef and." 


The chief work of this department 


of the division of laboratories la the 
analysis of milk and of water.

The distress among the agricultural 


laborers is taxing, In many parts ol 
Portugal, the resources of the local 
authorities, especially in the wine dis- 
tricts of the north, where the crisis 
seems to be most acute. So keen ap- 
pears to be the distress that the sub- 
ject has been laid before tne parlia- 
ment. 


According to the local press In these 


districts, whose products m prosperous 
times are a chief source of the coun- 
try's wealth, many of the vineyard 
owners have In their cellars the har- 
vest* of two years' grape growth which 
they are unable to sell, except at a 
huge sacrifice, and not being able to 
obtain the cash on which they count- 
ed for help from bankers and others 
to tide over bad times, they have re- 
solved this year to discontinue 
in 


nmny vineyards the hoeing and other 
indispensable labor. 
This has led 


to non-employment of some thousands 
of bands who could otherwise have 
counted upon employment. 


Hunger and misery, it Is said, are 


seen everywhere, and the poor starv- 
ing wretches are spreading themselves 
over the country, to the detriment of 
others of the working class whose lot 
is but little better, and resorting to 
pilfering and begging to satisfy their 
needs. Instances are said by the press 
to have occurred where some men who 
were considered well to dc yeomen 
have solvedior themselves the ques- 
+ion of financial difficulties by resort 
ing to suicide. 


Some few years ago a regular fever

at* his land, writes a Harrisbujrg (111 > 
cci respondent of the St. Louis Globo- 
Democrat. 
He has set aside a nun.- 


ber of acres 
to grow up in under 


brush, In which all kinds of birds, es- 
pecially quail, find a home through 
tho winter; and in the summer the 
place is alive with birds. 


Mr. Dorrls claims that hawks do 


very little damage in comparison with 
the good they do in killing field mice 
and rats. 
There are hundreds of 


quail on his farm, and they have bo- 
come so tame that they come to tin* 
dooryard for feed. So careful does h" 
watch these birds that he can tei' 
where nearly every bird nests in the 
brooding season. Last fall one of his 
hired hands, while driving through tho 
lane with a load of hay, saw a quail 
sitting on jthe fence close by, and, 
taking his whip, be knocked It oil. 
sHgbtly crippling it. 
He picked the 


bird up and took it to the house to 
feed to the cat. 


When Mr. Dorrls saw this he re- 


buked him warmly, questioned him as 
to where he found the bird, and upon 
being told remembered where It hail 
a nest. 
Unhitching one of the horse-i 


nnd saddling him, he rode a mile and 
a half, placed the bird on its nest, 
end watched and cared for her until 
she hatched out her brood. 
Mr. Dor- 


rls' farm is noticeably free from in- 
serts that do damage to crops, and he 
unhesitatingly says this is due to 
the birds on the place.

facts Is the discovery that the sym- 
pathy of the stone Is a sure test of its 
genuineness. No matter how perfect 
artificial stones may be, even though 
made from the dust of the real, hav- 
ing undergone an unnatural crystalli- 
zation they do not possess the subtle 
sympathetic attraction.

shoulder on a turquoise collar you 
may be positive that the turquoise Is 
artificial.
